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The waiting game for new ownership of the 
Cleveland Indians concluded February 15, 2000 
as Lawrence J. Dolan became the 16th owner 


of the Cleveland Indians since 1900. 


The 68-year-old Dolan, an attorney from 
Chardon, Ohio, purchased the club from former 
owner Richard E. Jacobs at an estimated cost 
of $320 million. The Indians became available 
following an announcement by Richard Jacobs 
on May 13, 1999 that he was interested in 


selling the club. 


Jacobs and his late brother, David, bought the 
struggling Indians franchise in December 1986; 
and after enduring some early failure, the Indians 
have become one the most successful and re- 
spected organizations in Major League Baseball.
